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Peace-Local and International 

The 1964-1965 New York World’s Fair was built to pro¬ 
mote “peace through understanding.” Billions of dollars 
have been spent to buy peace for the world, but peace is 
not a commodity on the grocer’s shelf that we can pur¬ 
chase at will. Peace is a strong intangible bond that makes 
men brothers. Perhaps this World’s Fair will be a much 
needed stimulant for the inhabitants of the earth. We all 
recognize the need for peace, but as individuals far too 
few of us act to promote it. 

It is a generally accepted theory that peace—“not just 
the absence of war”—can exist in the world of today 
through mutual understanding. But can we satisfactorily 
understand each other when we can’t even understand 
ourselves? 

In New York City, the site of the Fair, there exists 
bigotry and indifference in the minds of its people. A racial 
problem is threatening in our city—one which would not be 
so difficult to overcome if we fully understood it. Amidst 
an atmosphere created by extremists, those who resist 
change, and still others who are just apathetic, no path 
has been found toward brotherhood. For the next two years 
New York City will be in the spotlight. Thousands of 
foreigners will walk her streets, ride her subways and 
meet her people. But if the present racial situation remains 
as it is, can we expect the world to find peace in a city 
which is at war with itself?— D.F.S. 

Cry of 1964: Equality for All 

Since the recent announcement of plans for the use of 
new tactics on the part of groups demonstrating for civil 
rights, many people who sympathized with the civil rights 
movement have made comments indicating that they have 
modified some of their opinions. 

The American who is truly interested in the goals of the 
movement will not change his mind about those goals be¬ 
cause of the actions of a few extremists. We can’t afford 
to forget that “Equality for All” is the cry of 1964. 

It is true that we cannot condone some of the recent 
demonstrations and some of the proposed tactics, but can 
vv e thoroughly condemn them? Those of us who are white 
have never felt the bitter frustration suffered by the Negro. 
It is this feeling of frustration that leads to impatience 
with the slow path along the arduous road that the Negro 
is traveling—impatience that is causing him to turn to 
ideas which, in the long run, may deter his progress. 

Are those of us who happen to be in the “majority group” 
doing everything we possibly can to remove the barriers 
and handicaps which are keeping our Negro fellow-Amer¬ 
icans from achieving the same social and economic status 
we enjoy? For those who say “yes,” let them reflect on 
what they have done; for those who answer “no,” let them 
think about what they can do. 

We, as students, should acquaint ourselves with the pro¬ 
visions of the Civil Rights Bill. We can write to our Con¬ 
gressmen urging them to vote for the bill. We can urge 
the adults we know to write too, and to study the civil 
rights voting records of candidates for re-election. 

Needless to say, we can join civil rights groups whose 
activities we are in agreement with, and in the course of 
our everyday lives we should treat members of all groups 
with respect, especially by avoiding derogatory slang and 
by being intelligent enough to realize that bad actions on 
the part of some people cannot ever justify stereotyping 
a whole group of people. 

Negroes and white people together have taken a few 
small steps since last summer. Let us hope that 1964 will 
see all of us taking larger steps at a faster pace. Any 
retreating could mean that we will not experience social 
harmony and true brotherhood—ideals whose achievement 
many young Americans so ardently yearn for.— B.A.

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Baseball Team3-2 at Mid-Season; 
Peluso Homers In Hamilton Game

New Utrecht’s baseball team won three of its first five games by beating Grady 6-4, John Jay 4-2, and 
Fort Hamilton 7-5. Its two losses came against Lincoln and Lafayette, both by one run. 

In the opener against Grady, Ute pitcher Steve Weisbrod allowed only five hits and struck out eleven. Grady 
scored twice their first time up to go ahead 2-0, but in the bottom of the second the Utes came back with four 
runs as Grady’s pitchers lost their control, walking six and giving up a hit. The Utes added two more in the 
fourth and Grady scored twice in the sixth. 

The Lincoln game gave Coach Abe Felcher’s batsmen their first loss. The Honest Abes took an early lead in 
the bottom of the third on a home run over their short right field fence. The Utes evened the score their next 
time up but four scoreless innings followed. Then, with two out in the bottom of the ninth, the game one out 
away from a tie, Lincoln got a baserunner on a two base throwing error. That was the break Lincoln needed. The 
next batter smacked a 3-0 pitch into center for a double and a 2-1 Lincoln victory.

“Pitching is the name of the game.” That’s what was said last October 
after the Yankees got a taste of L.A.’s mound staff. But Steve Weisbrod, 
Ute mound ace, learned the hard way, by losing two one-run games, that 
hitting could very well be considered its nickname. 

An early season batting slump has done nothing to strengthen the Utes’ 
hopes of a division title. Sluggers Rich Telesco, Ronnie Frers and Joe Peluso, 
who generally carry the big bats for the team, had not been able to get a 
piece of the ball but finally showed signs of breaking through against Lafa¬ 
yette. By mid-season, Peluso’s average soared to over .500, including six 
hits and an inside-the-park home run. 

Among other things, injuries have hurt the club. Because of an injury 
he had received in the Lincoln game, the Green and White team was de¬ 
prived of the services of Joe Peluso behind the plate in the John Jay game. 
The greatest loss due to injury, however, is the pitching of Rich Telesco 
whose arm was broken last summer after he struck out 20 for the Utes 
and was credited with several saves in relief. Rich has remained in the 
lineup by playing left field. Southpaw pitcher Mike Brenner, who turned in 
an excellent relief performance against John Jay, was given his first start 
against Fort Hamilton and, despite a sore pitching hand, turned in four good 
innings before he became shaky in the fifth. 

Defensively, the team has made many more errors than last year at 
this time. This can be partly explained by the many changes in fielding 
positions due to injuries. At third base Rich Rucireto made several out¬ 
standing plays against Lafayette and Joe Zito put in many fine games at 
second. Carlo Guamieri, who plays the role of utility man, turned in an 
exceptional job subbing for Peluso in the Lincoln game. 

It takes a combination of pitching and hitting, and even a few breaks 
to win a championship. A costly error in late innings, the inability to get a 
key hit and, perhaps, a bad call are responsible for the two one-run losses. 
Playing the part of spoiler in the league should be no consolation to a team 
of this caliber, a team which has the potential to be division leader. 

Bad luck can discourage any team. Don’t let it get the best of you. 
You have to get a few breaks once in a while.
